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Preface 


This bulletin presents information assembled by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics on anticipated bargaining activity in private 
industry and in State and local government in 1990. The 
information in the tables—identified by employer and 
union—relates only to major bargaining agreements (those 
covering 1,000 workers or more) which expire or are subject 
to reopening during the year. It is based on data available 
to the Bureau as of September 30, 1989. Data summarized 
in the text are not strictly comparable with those found in 
tables | through 4 because text data include some agreements 
covering fewer than 1,000 workers. 

The bureau maintains a file of major agreements in all 
industries except railroads and airlines (contracts for which

are on file with the National Mediation Board). The Bureau's 
file is open to the public, except for a few confidential 
agreements.

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Collective Bargaining 
Activity in 1990 


Major collective bargaining agreements covering 3.0 million 
workers are slated to expire or reopen in 1990. These workers 
constitute 35 percent of the 8.5 million workers under all major 
agreements (those covering | ,000 workers or more) in private 
industry and State and local government. 

In private industry, scheduled bargaining will cover 2.1 
million of the 6.0 million workers under major agreements— 
about 36 percent, compared with 35 percent in 1989 and 38 
percent in 1988. 

Workers in private industry whose contracts are slated for 
renegotiation in 1990 are about equally divided between 
nonmanufacturing (51 percent) and manufacturing (49 percent) 
industnes. In nonmanufacturing, the largest numbers of workers 


are in construction with 409,000, wholesale and retail trade 
(primarily food stores) with 179,000, and trucking and 
warehousing with 116,000. In manufacturing, the largest 
numbers are in transportation equipment (primarily automobile 
manufacturing) with 595,000 and apparel with 97,000. 
State and local government bargaining in 1990 will involve 
884,000 out of 2.5 million workers under major agreements, 
or about 35 percent. This proportion was 39 percent in 1989 
and 42 percent in 1988. In local government, expiring 
agreements cover 740,000 workers, 52 percent of whom are 
in primary and secondary education. In State government, 
144,000 workers are covered by contracts slated for renewal 
and 56 percent are in general administration.
